{erueth himſelf of al occaſions. And be- 
caulc we are fallen into a tiine, wherein 
pouerty without patience hath much: 
difordred vs, I haue thertore choſen to 
ſpeake of the hungry temptatton,8& yet 
not of the remptarion neither, each mi 
being apt enough to tempt himſelte, 
but rather of theanſ(we: to it;for the di- 
vel finding Chriſt of late, firſt faſting, & 
then hungry inadeſolate & barren wil- 
dernelle where nothing was to be had, 
aduiſeth him not to looke vp to heaus, 
(fr5 whence in extreme want all help is 
tobe waited for) but rather to take the 
way that was next at hand, & by ane'y 
kind of Alchimy,offtones tro makehim- 
ſelfe bread, & vnto this Chriſt anſwe- 
reth him with thetextI haueread, mar 
lineth not by bread oxely, e5. and there is 
nothing .inthis whole ſtory (o. ſurable, 
or {a aptly ſpeaking to the occaſion & 
ſcaſon of the rimeas this; for it is ſaid

 camz,thatis , the Diuell came, as all the 


world feeth he is vp and abroad now; 8 
ſome hetempteth to turne bread into 
ſtones, that is,to decay the plenty of the 
earth,as many rich & greedy minded mE 
do noi; & fomehe tempteth to turne 
ſtones into bread,that is,to vie valawtul 
means for their own releife , as the mad 
& rebelious multitude doth now;bur in 
this verſe Chriſt ſheweth a better way 
for mens reliefe, that is, by reſting the- 


ſelues in the pleaſure & prouidence of * 


God,which is for all men an apt & god- 
ly anſwer, to ſucha diuilith & vngodlic 
temptation, In which anſwer 3. things 
may bce conſidered; firſt, that Chriſt 
would anſwer the Diufll,next the man- 
ner of his anſwer, which is by ſcr:pti eft, 
&rhen laſtly the ſubſtace of his anſwer, 
which is,that mzaz {zueth not by bread one- 
ly, but by euery word which commeth out of 
the month of God. For the firlt,a queſtion 
may be mooued, why Chriſt would 
vouchſafe to giue the diuil any anſwer

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at all; why did heenot rather anſwer 
him with filence,as ſometimes he an-. 
ſwered Cazphas and Pzlate? to which 1 
anſwer, thatas hee was therefore lead 
into the wilderneſſe, that he might bee 
tempted,ſo was he therefore tempted 
that he might giue anſwer, and that 
partly to auouch his owne wiſedome 

y his anſwer, andalſo to inſtruct vs, 


that wein the like caſe muſt bee able 


likewiſe to make anſwer; ReſÞond?t ter- 
fatori docens te reſpondere tentatori, 
ſaith Sa/zt Auſtin; Chriſt did anſwer 
the tempter to.teach thee, that thou 
muſt an{wer the tempter alſo; that as 
Gedeon ſayd to his ſouldiers , YYVhat yee 


ſee mee doe, do yee alſo.ludg.7.17. 50 wee 


becauſe wee ſee our Captaine to an- 
{wer, might alſo learne not Implicitans 


fdem,ataith folded vp inthe faith of 


our fathers, or to beleeue as the 
Church beleeneth, but be armed with 
reaſon to anſwer alſo: In the field it is 
lamentable when the defendors of a 
iuſt and lawtull cauſe are foyled &pur 
to flight ; O Lordwhat ſhall 7 ſay ( ſayth 
Toſhua) when'Iſrael turne their backes vp- 


on their enemies? Toſhu.7.Inghe Church 


it is ſhametull when men ſhall main- 
taine:

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tainea good caule as /ob did, and yer 
being opp oled cannot find an anſwer: 
| and God forbid weſhould auouch any 
things in points of faith, for which be- 
ing oppoled wecannot anſ{wer.But in 
the breaſt of man it is moſt fearefull, 
when Satan ſhall come to tempt or te- 
rifie, and we like Caiz or 1udas are 0- 
uercoime and cannot anſwer : forif we 
be bound fo aſwer enery man that asketh 
a reaſon of the hope that isin vs.1.Pet.z 
How much more to an{wer this temp- 
ting and deſtroying Serpent , from 
whoſe temptatio no man can promiſe 
himſelfe freedom or imunity. But ſay, 
Chriſt would anſwer the Diuell , yet 
why after ſo milde and gentle a fa- 
ſhion; why rather did hee not bid him 
be packing,as he did ſomtime to Peter? 
Get thee behind me Sathan,thou art au of 
fence vnto me. Mat ie. Yea why did he 
not torment him for his pride & pre- 
ſumption in tempting him # why did 
he 6 throw him into the deepe tor 
laying vaholy hands, &for breathing 
thoſe impure blaſts vpon him? & thus 
we imagin God like our ſelues ; for 
Michael the Archangell though hee 
ſroue againſt the Duuell, ye: would.

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not reuile him. 744.9.nor would Chriſt 

call for fire trom heauen to conſume 

the Samaritans , albeit they ſhut their 
dores vpon him.Luc.9.for hecamenot 
now to 1udge,but to ſauc; he came not 

( as oneday hethall ) with fire before 

> him, buthecame like a Lambe, lowly 
ro his inferiors,gentle to his enemies, 

and affable to all; which firſt addeth 
ſtrength to the faith of man, in the at 

of [nuocatis,foritthe enemy receiued 

; a gentle an{\er,cuen when he came to 
deſtroy,much more ſhall they tha: de- 
uoutly ſeeke vato him;beltde,it giueth 

ro great perſonages,ludges and Magi- 
ſtrares in their places , an honorable 
patterne of piety,cheertully ro accept, 


" & gently to anſwer,the cries,petitions 
Te -— *& uſt complaints of the poore,which 
|” _ ftandinneedotf them, as they ſtand in 
\'þ need of God,&come kneeling to them 


as they kneele to God; & when at any 
time they grow weary ofthis, they 
may doubt they have forgotten him 
who exal-edthe for this, & feare leaſt 
they be forgottE whe they faile inthis. 
Now for the maner of Chriſts anſwer 
to the diuillyye ſee ,he doth not teach 
vs to repellgr chaſe him away(as they 
do at Rome,with Tapers,& holy water, 

or

ſeriptumeſt, the wricten word of God,

tor what cares the diuill tor a candle, 

or for holy water,or what cares he for 

a Crucifix , which is but an image of 

Chriſt, whoaccording to ſome of their 


own doctors did not teare to lay foule Hue Cardin, 
ſup.

but as when Joſhua tained to runaway cum bracchijs

the Diuill,nor any Pearle to be caſt before 
ſuch Swine,as there is no hope to conuert 
or edifice ;, or fay there were —_ , yet 
Scriptum e5t,the Law and the Prophets are 
more cffectua'l/faith 4braham) then it one 
ſhould rife fromthe dead; yea if they will 
not heare WoſeFand the Prophets,neither 
will chey bee per{waded, though ove riſe 
from the dead.Lnc.16. and gei:crally by ex- 
ample of Chrilt. it is ſo much better to 
contend with authority of {criptures,then 
with powre of Llndles , by how much 
Chriſt preferred Scripture eft, before tur- 
ning ſtones into bread. Neither yet doth 
Chriſt anſwer the Diuill by vawritten ve- 
rities,as they do who thruſt vpon the faith 
.of men,dreames,and fables.and meere tra- 


ditions, whichis ( faich Theodorer) like the 74.6ogore; 
ſinne of Haons lonnes,to bring ſtrange bre queſt, g,ua 
vpon the Altar.Zeut.no. but he anſwereth Leutt; 


him by Scriptaeſt,Itis written; & ifitbenot 
written, itis ſure no matter of faith., but 
men may choote whether they wil belecue 
i: orno: but if itbe written, men mult be- 
leeue it, and build their faith, their ſoules,

ſword of the Lord and of Gedeoy. 


The ſubſtance of this anſwer is,that 47am 


| lineth not by bread only,but by enery word that 


proceedeth out of the mouth of God.T he placa 
15found.Deat.8.3.where Moſes exhorting 
the 1/raclits inal their wants to depend vp- 
on the prouidence 'of God, putteth them 
in mind, how that being in the wildernes, 
where was neither bread nor water, yet 


.. were they neither famiſhe with want , nor 
-yet compelled to vie valawfull means for 


their reliefe, but they had a bread which 
they knew not,cuen Manna ſent fromhea- 
uen,as inatipe to ſhew, that mans life is 
maintained not by themeans of bread,nor 
bythe fruitfulneſſe of the carth, but from 


the houſe of Prouidence,thatis,trom hea- 


uen: and this doth Chriſt oppoſe as an an- 
ſwer to the Diuil,wherin 2.things may be 
diſtinctly conſidered, Firſt that man liueth 


by bread, and then ſecondly that he liuveth -— 


not by bread onely, that is, that God hath 


. appointed mantoliue by means,&yert he 
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' hath not tied his life vnto the meanes. That

very:itext; for euen where he ſaich , Not by 


| breaden2ly, 1: followeth of : ecelvitie, thar 
"among t other meanes, yet by bread for 


oe &therebeinthelewords three things 
like'11ſe tro be confidered; Firlt the ſubiect 
of God; prouidence,which 15 Man lecond- 
ly thee d of God; providence, that mar 


ant line : and thirdly the meanes of his 
pro:udence.that he muſt liue by bread. 


For the firſt, the diuil indeed propourded 
very cunningly a queſtion concerurg the 
ſonne of God; 1 thor bee the ſorne of God, 
command,c+c: which yet Chrilt neither de- 
nie:h, ror aftirmerch himſeite to bee, but 
cleanebeſide the matter,an{wereth of man; 
mi{znth not; & ture Chriſt was not bound 
to glue direct anſ\ver to ſuch an aduerfary, 
who came not to bee fatiſticd, but to de- 
cciue.,andthertoreto dazell and amaze him 
the more,he an{werech him at randome,& 
where he asked him of the ſonne of God,he 
anſwere h him of man, and to let him ſee 
withal,v hat account God did make of ma, 
whom he in tempting the ſfonne of God, 
ſought fundamentally ro overthrow. And 
ſurely man 15 agreat marke in Gods eie, for 
God made man,& printed his owne1mage 
1ami3,& made the world tor man,& ordat- 

ned 
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nedthe Angels to gard man,was borne for 
man,andinihe end dycd for man, thatrDa- 


#id breakes out in'o admiration, YYhat is 


1anthat thou art ſo mnd/u!l of him, cr the 
HZ onne of 144 that thou recardeſt him.P{al. , 
Onely man to man 1s vile and of no ac- 
cont, & man 15 Arthropsmaſtix , one man 
the greateſt ſcourge & plague of another. 
AMantlucth, fayth Chriit; theretore pro- 
uifion is here made fgr man, hich may ſu- 
ſtai:e in this ptfeea two-to!d oppoſition, 
firſt with the beaſts and brute creatures, 
before which in Gods prouidence Man1s 
ever preferred & then ſecondly with par- 
ticular men. for Azz 15 not here taken for 
this or that man, but tor Human oenys, 
Man for all mankind.& lo it fanderh; with 


"reaſon that the whole kinde be evermore 


preferred before any one or atew cormo- 
rants in their kinde. 

If yee ſpeak of the beaſts ; ſurely to that 
queſtion of S. Paul, Doth God take care for 
Oxen.t.Cor., We may anſwer aftirmariue- 


ly, yes ſure euen for Oxen, and for ſheep, 


for ſo ſaith Danzd. Pſal. 36. Thou Lord doſt 
ſane Man and Beaſt; yea and tor little birds 
r00, whereofttwo are ſ{oldfor afarthing, 
cuen the great God hath made protectiue 


 hwes, that man ſhould not deale vnmer- 
' Gfully with them : yer we mult take this 
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withall, that whatſoener God hath done 
for the beaſts, yer is it not fortheir owne 
I 


ſakes principally,but for mans, for whoſe 
vſeand ſ{cruice they were-created, & not 
for themſelues ; and is itnot then vanatu- 
rall (thinke ye)to ſee a man put out,to put 
ina beaſt, and men turnedout to bring in 
ſheepe, whereas God created the earth 
for men, and notfor ſheepe; therefore if 
ye will maintaine large paſtures and ſtock 
them with ſheepe, then remember what 
God faith by the mouth of Ezechiel, The 
ſheepe of my paſture are men. Eze. 34 .z1.yea 
at ah NR — and the ſheepe of his a- 
ſture. Pſal. 100. and the image of Godin 
one man js more worth then all the ſheep 
inthe world : andit is time, yea hightime 
to ſpeake of this, the text of it alread 
being written in bloud; and no mane! 
ifthey which feele it, runne madde and 
wild vponit, fiace wee which bur ſee it 
are ſo much amazed at it; for a ſtranger 
which coaſteth theſe countries, and fin- 
deth heere and there ſo many thouſands 
and thouſands of ſheepe, & n1hil humant 
geners,in ſo many miles not a thing like a 
Man,might take vp a wonder, & ſay with 
himſelfe : what ? hath there bin ſome Sor- 
cerelle, or ſome Circe heere that hath 
transformed wen into beaſts? or is it Þ, 
Laat 
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that men and beaſts haue waged warre to- 
gether /b.thow was this battell fought, 
that iheepe got the field? or what men 
were theſe that ranne away from ſheepe? 
yea rather what ſheepe were theſe that 
throw down houſes, townes,8 churches ? 
oh no: theſe were no ſheepe, they were 
hogges by their rooting , ye forget him 
that made the world for man. 

Or be it that in this depopulation the 
beaſts did not ouergo man, yet whatſoe- 
uer is done to the waſting of mankind for 
the benefit ofa few inthe kind , is againſt 
the prouidence of God too: for God faid 
notto Adamandto Exeatthe firit, Increaſe, 
bit Increaſe andmultiply,yea & fill the earth. 

22.1.28. Fill it; how? not with clamors

Not meaning that vſ{ury did kill men,but that 
it doth vndoe men, and vrdoing is a wotull 
kinde of dying; for when a man dies,he is bu- 
ryed, and when he is byryed perhaps he is la- 
mented, yet they that lamented him ſuruiue 
ſtill, bur when a man is vndon, hee dies in his 
eſtate, he dies in his reputation, he dies in his 
wifeand children, & his whole houſe ts like 
hell, euen a heape of miſery,his cattell looke

our owne nature withthe words of. the Pro- 
phet, O Earth,Earth,Farth,heare the word of the 
Lord. Terem: 22.2.9. That by bread of the earth: 
our bodies of carth muſt bee maintayned, it 
hath a foundation euen in the.curſe of Adam, 
In the ſweat of thy browes. thou ſhalt eate thy 
bread: God ordaining at the firſt , that man- 
ſhould labour for his liuing, & liueby bread; 
to which purpoſcalſo,as Abel was ordayned 
aſhepheardtocloth with-wooll, fo was Caiz 
ahusbandman to-tillthe land for bread,Ger.4. 
And dayly we pxay to Godto giue vs bread; 
-_ to giue vs.Panem quotidianum, enen dayly 
read; which ifwe haueit not dayly,we baue: 
adayly ficknes andquotidian by it; for God: 
threatneth- 
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threatneth it fora plague, that he will take 
away the ſtaffe of 55..9:0 26. And where 
bread wanteth, men will gage their houſes, 
and their Vineyards, & their land for bread. 
Nehem. 5. And Elias fonnes will bow for a 
morſzll of bread 1.S$am2. Andthe Agyptians

the euill arrowes of _ Ezec.. And they 
are euill indeed, whether wereſpedt the pro- 
_ _ curing cauſes,or whether elſe the euil effects 
and conſequents of them: for the belly fayth 
that bread-muſt be had, and theſoule-ſubſcri- 
beth,that bread muſt be.had roo; and:hough 
reaſon may perſwade and authoritie com- 
mand, and Preachers may exhort with obe- 
dience and:patienceto: ſuſtaine: the want of 
bread, yet for all that, Yezter non habet aures, 
in caſe of extreame- hunger men will not be 
perſwaded, butthey will haue bread. Ther- 
fore Right Honorable, Right Worſhipfull, 
and whomſocuer God. hath armed with au- 
thoricy , this cauſe crieth now toyou; yea 
as to God they pray, Da xob#s panem, lo to 
you comethe- cries and-complaints of the 
poore, moſt humbly beſecching you to bee 
a meanes that they may haue bread; for at 
the beginning indeede Cazx killed Abel, the

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_ they haue turned nor ſtones into bread, but 
corne into graſfſe,and done for a practiſe that 
which God threatned for a plague, To take © | 
away the ſtaffe of bread; yea they haue tur-" | 
ned as Achab did with Micaiah, the bread of | 
food;into the bread of afflition.1.King.22.and 
worſe then ſo, they haue turned men into 
beaſts , and made them wilde and rebellious, 
which before were tame and obedient; yea & 
worſe then fo,they haue turned liuing bodies 
into dead carkaſes, which though they haue 
iuſtly periſhr in their rebellion; yet as Chriſt 
ſaich, Luc. 17.1Yoe be to them by whom the offence 
commeth. | 

The next point of the anſwer is,that though 
God haue appointed man to liue by bread, 
yet not by bread onely. Commonly wee ate 
thus affected to the outward meanes,thart if at 
any time they faile vs, weare ready to curſe, 
and finally to renounce them, as the J/rae/ztes 

| Gen, 33. for the ri new that ſhranke in Jacobs thigh, 
vowed neuer to cate of the finew any more : 
but when they ſtand vs in ſteed, and doe their 
ſeuerall offices to vs,weare ready, as the /£- 
2iptians did with their Sheepe and Oxen, to 
deifie and make gods of them,& euen to ſay, 
as Exod. 3 2. Theſe a thy Gods which brought 
thee,cc.Therefore to draw men from immo. 
derate admiration of theſe inferior meanes, 
Chriſt relleth vs , that though by bread, yer

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not by bread onely; for to effet things alone 
is proper to GOD onely, who onely can 
ſay , as Eſa. 63. 1 haue troden the Wine-preſſe 
alone , and of all the people there was noe with 
me : and if man ſhould live by bread onely, 
then were bread his God; and therefore euen 
the ſame.mouth which commendeth to vs 
the labours of eur hands , condemneth like- 
Wile all confidence in our owne endeuours; 
for euen in the Church where Gods owne 
worke is nonege planting of it ſelfe,and wa- 


tering of it ſelte is nothing ; In policies, and 


inthe common-wealth, Except the Lord keepe 
the Citty the watch-man watcheth but in varne : 
and they which asked a King to gouerne 
them, yet were no whit better , but rather 
in worſe caſe when they had him ; Like- 
wiſe in the field, 1 Horſe is a vaine thing 
to ſane 4 man; and though a Bowe and a 

Sworde bee mighty weapons in the hands 


of the mightie , yet 7 wzll not truit in myPlal.44. 


Bowe , nor ſhall my Sworde ſaue mee , ſaith the 
Pſalmiit, 

Againe,in private Families , and in domeſti- 
al affaires, It i in vaine for men to riſe ear- 


lie , and goe to bedae late : yea and m-the very | 


body of man, The Jfrae/tes which fo luſted 
for meate, yet when they had meate, dyed 
with meate in their mouthes.

yea and many , the more they haue , the

If weſpeake of the written word or ofthe 
Scripture, it is true that man liueth not by 
bread onely , but by thattoo; for Search the 


ſcriptures ( faith Chriſt) for they are they which 
teſtifie of me,and in them yee ſhallhaue life ener- 


laſting. Tohn.y. Anditis.a good barre againſt 
the Diuells temptation, when heertelleth vs 
of bread, and turning ſtones into bread, and 
all for bread, to tell him againe, that there is 
ſomewhat elſe to be cared for belide-bread,

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faire, as well as a body to feed, anda belly to

Thirdly,if yee ſpeake of verbum potentte,the 3." 
' Word of his powre; that word whereof itis 


ſaid, he ſpake the word,and it ws done, ic 1s true 
likewiſe that man liuech not by bread onely 
but many times by the ſpecial powre of God; 
which appeareth alſo three waies;firſt by rai- 
ſing vp ot extraordinary meanes,as when the 
Iſraclites were inthe wilderneſle where the 
earth did yeeldno bread, the Lord did cauſe 
euenthe heauen to do the office of the earth, 
& to raine downe bread. Secondly,as he doth 
ſtrangely prouide bread, ſo when it pleafeth 
him hee can preſeruelife without bread , for

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Moſes lined 40.daies without any bread at all; 
and then laſtly hee can preſeruelite, as with- 
out bread , ſo-whea it pleaſeth him, euen by 
the contrary means to bread,in which nature 
the faithful haue a promiſe, that if they drixke 
ary deadly thing jt ſhall not hurt them. Mar.16. 
18.yea & ſometimes God viecth that to help, 
which oft ſelfe,& in his owne nature would 
hurt,as 7-hx.9. Chriſt opencd the eyes of the 
. blind by putting duſt into taem; ſurely fince 
the world began, was it not heard that any 
man opened the eyes of him who was borne 
blind; bur to doe it by duſt: by duſt which 
ſhould rather put out the eyes ot the ſeeing, 
then giueſight to the blinde,it ſheweth what

.ancaſie matter to ſend a painted coate ; and 
When a Proclamation came, as hoo made 


_.- ynder a hedge; and that which is horrible to 
ſpeake; A King of three great i=" 
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muſt capitulate with a Tinker , whether be 
Proclamation or by priuy Seale hee ſha 
manifeſt his will and pleaſure : and yet all 
this is called Reforming; bur ſuch Repharms 
are Zanzummims, Which as Plato told Diogi- 
pes, hedid tread vpon his pride, Sed marors 
cum faſtu, but witha greater pride, fo thele 
men reformed wickednes, but with far grea- 
ter wickednes; & whereas Rehoboarm threat- 
ned his little finger to be bigger then his Fa- 
thers loynes , ſurely thele mens little finger 
would hauebin bigger in the end the Rehobo- 
amsloines,for tyranny indeed is heauy inthe 
hands ofa King,bur it is intollerable in times 
of comotion, when euery vile & baſe copant- 
on is a King; & to ſpeak indifterently,l think 
the {inof tele men by many degrees to Cx 
ceed the other,for Paſture-me indeed do hore 
ible miſchiefe,but they do it by degrees;firſt 
one breaks the lai; and then an other is bold 
to break it by example;now euils of ſuch paſ- 
ſage are more als preuented ; bur that 
which growes by mutinies being ſodaine & 
violent,is lefle reſiſtible. Paſture-men indeed 
deſtroy afew townes , but mutiners by ciuill 
comotion depopulate whole kingdoms; and 
that partly by making way. to forraineene- 
mies,who vſually increaſe their dominions 
by ſuch aduantage, but chiefely by ſacking 8& 
barrying their oivne country-with their own 
handes 
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hands. Andletmenſet what pretence & co- 
lour they will, yet this hath bin from time to 
time the comon proceeding of popular mu- 
tinies;firſt ro murmure vpon ſome 1uſt cauſe, 
as the.{/ral:tes did at Moſts when he brought 
them where was neither water to drinke,nor 
bread to cat. Ex.15.24.& Ex.16.3.Afterward 
when they had both to eate & to drinke, yet 
(Nz.11.)they murmured,not for wit,but for 
wantones;v/z.for fiſh,&tor fleſh,for apples, 


& for cowcumbers &c. Euen as many of our ._ 


. malecotents do now,who want not to drink, 
but want to make them dayly drunk.But N3z#, 
14.their murmuring came to that, that they 

would changethe ſtate, they would put off 
M-:ſes,and haue an other to guide them: But 
Nomb.16. in Coraths conſpiracy they came 
to that, that all the congregation was holy, 
they were all /acobs ſonnes , and they would 
haue no headatalhright as inthe daies of the 
Tudzes,wherein there was no King in 1ſraell, but 
eurry m4 did what was right in his owne eyes Jud. 
17.6.Thus we find in Scriptures,thus in ſto- 

ries,yeaand thus in our owne Engliſh ſtories, 
and I do not thinke it would haue bin other- 
wiſe now.vnleſle it had bin worſe;For marke 
I beſeech ye,the courſe of this creeping con- 
ſpiracie;firſt they begi inthe night, as checke 
with feare & conſcience of a crime, but after- 
wardthey cie forth inthe broad day,as fleſhr. 
F 2 and 
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ind hartened on by him who is euermore the 


maiſter of rebellion; firſt ypon diſcharge they 
yeeld to depart, as retaining ſtill ſome reue: 
rence of authority , but afterwardthey out- 
ſtand the diſcharge, right as $.1ude faith , De- 
ſpiſing authority Tud.8.

Firſt they profeſſe nothing, but to throwe 
downe encloſures, though that were indeed 
no part of common po\vre; but afterward 
they will reckon for other matters, They will 


accompt with Clergiemen, and counſell is” 


gjuen to kill vp Gentlemen, and they will le- 


uell all ſtares as they leuelled bankes and dit-' 
ches : and {ome of them boaſted, that now! 
they hopedto worke no more; the ſword & 
the gallows making them true Prophets, and - 
lome of them in plaine termes, they thought 
that now thelaw was downe, as intimesof” 
common vproare, both ciuilland diuinelaw

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and all goe downe: and what then ſhall wee 
thinke muſt haue beene the ende of this 2 De- 
fend it,or at the leaſt excuſe it, and make the 
beſt of it;and what will bee faid? ſurely this, 
that the moſt of theſe men meant no more 
but the reformation ofoneabuſe , and fo to 
ſtay.But is it then inthe power of rebelles to 
limit and ſtint rebellion as they liſt ? ſurely 
no, foras ina naturall body diſeaſed, all the 
humours runne downetothe part affected,ſo 
in.a ſtate difturbed all diſcontentments con- 
ſpire to. do miſchiefe with one, and no man 
knoweththen either leader orKing;1 am no 
polititian to diſcourſe it by ſtory,yerthus we 
tinde it in ſcripture; as 1.S4m.22.when Danuid 
went out (thoughnot to rebell, as theſe men 
did,but /e defendendo,whichyet makes no rule 
_ of ſelfe-defence againſt a Kivg neither) yer 
going out to defend himſelfe, firſt his k;ngred 
went out with him,whothoughttheyreceiued 
diſgrace by participation;then they that were 
in trouble,happily tor ſome miſdemeanure, & 
then they that were zz debt, thinking to pay 
their debts with their ſwords: but howzcould 
Dauid rule all theſe, though his cauſe were. 
iuſt,and hehe leader of them ? Surely nozfor. 
1.5477.30. Vponapriuategriefe they hadlike 
to haue killed himto0. And therfore though 
tt bee an caſte matter to begin a commotion, 
y6t.is itno calic matter to-ftay-it; or ſay that.

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in this conſpiracic ſome one quarrell had 
cealed,yet the reſt had run riorſtill; andthen 
they which aroſe only to fill vp ditches, muſt 
perhaps haue beene compelled to entrench 
themſelues a new from other conſpirators: 
Nay let me ſay more as Eliſeus ro his man,7s 
this a time to take bribes ? to ſpeake ſimply, 
there was no time at all for ſuch el workiblr 


at that time it was worſt of all, when ſome

asking peace ofnaked men,and mercy which
